2. VIENNA. SUNDAY BALSUN HAD NYTIMES PIECE FROM 
VIENNA SAYING MBFR CONFEREES CONCLUDED FIFTH ROUND OF 
TALKS AND BEGAN THREE WEEK RECESS WITH BOTH NATO AND 
WARSAW PACT COUNTRIES ADMITTING LACK OF PROGRESS TOWARD 
GOAL BUT REMAINING PUBLICLY HOPEFUL. DELEGATES SAID 
PRIVATELY THEY ARE WAITING FOR OUTCOME OF CSCEAND 
EXPECT FORD-BREZHNEV SUMMIT LATER THIS YEAR TO PROVIDE 
IMPETUS FOR TALKS ON MBFR. SUNDAY NYTIMES ADDED THAT

4. DEFENSE POLICY. MONDAY WASHPOST WILSON LOCAL REPORTS

US ROLE IN VIETNAM THAT US MUST ACKNOWLEDGE THE LIMITS OF 
ITS MILITARY POWER AND RELY MORE ON OTHER METHODS TO
